How are we going to flnd a reason for our faith In tho moral universe? 
The philosophers will not much help us; for though they may describe 
a righteousness which is eternal, yet it is so vast and abstract and far 
away that It does not help to a solution of our practical 
difficulties. 


What we want Is some concrete case; some visiole demonstration that 
righteousness in a person living as we live is able to outlast the gigantic 
wrongs of life. That a righteous person down here in the midst of our 
strife and turmoil could live, and live victoriously.

That Is the Easter message. "Whatever evil, private, social, economic 


and every other sort that the world groans 
under assailed 
the only 


Prfect One and nailed Him to the cross. 
So iniquity is too much for 


righteousness? 
So sin is victor?

Tes, and was buried. That is all evil, can ever do; It can kill and bury.

a favorite maxim of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. • It is a good 
maxim for the voters of Oak- 
land to bear in mind at this 
time. 


The idea Mr.. Lincoln sought to inculcate and. 


Vnpress when he quoted this maxim, as he was 
wont to do in cabinet meetings, was that it is dan- 
gerous to change leaders in an emergency; that 
when you are riding a horse that has carried you 
along safely and who can be depended upon, it is 
unsafe to swap him for an untried animal at the 
most difficult passage. 


His motto was, don't experiment at a point 


when mistakes may prove disastrous if not fatal. 


The application of this moral is before every 


voter in Oakland. 
There is no one in this town so 


stupid as not to discern it. 
A proposition so self- 


evident needs no demonstration. 


For six years Mayor Mott has administered 


the affairs of the city with signal success. 
He 


has proved himself capable, upright and progres- 
sive. 
He is eminently a safe man. 
His record 


proves that he is to be trusted despite some minor 


mistakes. 
With him at the head of the munici- 


pal government we know that it will be conducted 


efficiently and honestly.

Alaska's Hew Industry. 


A new industry has been started in Alaska—namely, that of 


copper mining, which promises in time to outrank gold mining in 
importance if not in the actual value of the output of the Territory, 
;ich and extensive as is its auriferous deposits. The first cargo of 
ore from the Bonanza copper mine at Kennecott, which is located 
at the eastern terminus of the Valdez and Copper River Railroad 
recently opened to traffic, reached Puget Sound on Wednesday in 
the steamer Northwestern. Her cargo consists of 1100 tons of high 
grade ore, valued at 3225,000 and will be delivered for reduction at 
the Tacoma smelter. 
It was the first freight carried over the new 


railroad. The railroad and the mine are the properties of'the Gug- 
genheim-Morgan Syndicate. 


The special value of the new industry to Alaska is that it will 


add largely to its permanent population and expedite the opening 
up of the country to permanent settlement. While the prime pur-

The Crop That Never Fails—to Come High 
Frost Effects Probably Exaggerated. 


Much unnecessary ado<,'has been made over the alleged damage 


to vineyards, orchards and vegetable patches located at various 
points in the State by the frost of Wednesday and Thursday morn- 
ings. In all probability the injury to crops—particularly to raisin 
grapes in the neighborhood of Fresno and to apricots and prunes in 
the Santa Clara valley—has been, greatly exaggerated and that later 
developments will prove this to be the fact. A commercial twist 
has been,given to the reports of the damage done in the Fresno 
raisin district which give reasonable grounds for suspecting exag- 
geration, for the comforting assurance accompanies the statement of 
the results produced by the alleged killing frost that the enormous 


i crop of raisin and table grapes which the vineyards promised in the 


j earlier part of the week to yield this year foreshadowed low prices, 
while the reduced yield makes high prices certain and in addition 
opens a profitable market for hold-over stock. It is not anticipated, 
therefore, that growers will suffer any financial loss. 


The report coming from the neighboring town of Porterville, 


which lies in the heart of the most important section of the San 
Joaquin valley orange belt, that the tender blossoms with which the 
trees in the orange groves are now laden escaped injury entirely, 
confirms the opinion that the vineyards have not suffered as seri- 
ously from frost as represented. If the visitation had really been z 
killing frost, the orange trees would .certainly have been the most 
seriously affected. 


Anyhow, however severe the frosty nip may have been to vine- 


yards and orchards and vegetable patches it affected only compara- 
tively small areas in the northern and central sections of the State. 
Most of the northern bay counties 'and the counties in the Sacra- 
mento valley as far north as Tehama were practically unaffected. 
Some of the fruit orchards and vegetable gardens in Shasta countv 
were badly damaged, but Shasta is close to the snowline and it was 
reasonable to expect that a mid-April cold snap would damage the 
fruit and tender vegetable crops there. 
> 


A mid-April frost is not a novelty in California. It is always 


due about the 15th of the month and it usually comes. But the past 
winter has been throughout so remarkably, mild and the rains so 
seasonable and so few sections have 'been damaged in any material 
degree by the recent frosts that the harvest in California taken as a 
whole will this year undoubtedly be a record-breaker.

The Terri- 
tory is credited with having the largest and richest copper deposits 
of any country in the world. It needed such a practical demonstra- 
tion of their value as has been given at Kennecott to induce unlim- 
ited capital to undertake their development. Ultimately copper 
smelting will follow in the wake of copper mining. 
Smelting will 


naturally follow the opening up. of the coalfields of the Territory 
and that is sure to come to_jt>as_s before long.

The principal 
claimant was a boy whose mother swore 
that he was MacDonald's son. This wo- 
man was Claude Lee, once upon a time 
a song-and-dance performer, famous for 
her beauty in the days when the Pio- 
neers were gay young blades and the olfl 
town was wide open and not only glad 
of it but proud of it. 
The difficulty of 


establishing the claim of Claude's son 
was due to the circumstance that when 
he was born his mother was married but 
not to MacDonald. 
Her husband was 


Henri Stuart. Now Henri was not less 
eager than Claude for tlie boy to inherit 
the estate, and he was a witness for the 
claimant. 
The complications which had 


to be straightened 
out are apparent 


enough. As the presumption Is that a 
child born in wedlock is the offspring of 
the mother's husband, If she has one, it 
was necessary to convince the court that 
In this particular case the presumption 
was not to .be Justly indulged.

The case presented -several nice points 


of law,-, but th facts of. the story present 
a sordid and 
pitiful 
condition. Moses 


Wright, who, was an overseer in the Ha- 
waiian islands on a plantation, and who 
reads his Bible' dally, adopted Mary LrU- 
cile, an Hawaiian g-irl, when she 
was 


about 2 years old. 
The situation did not come to the at- 


tention of the authorities until the birth 
of the infant, three months ago, In 
Berkeley, although tha girl had told Mrs. 
Wright, wife of the defendant, of her 
troubles. Mrs. "Wright had asked her 
husband, and be had denied the allega- 
tions. The wife believed him. 
The girl, who looks about 15 proved a 


poor witness on the stand. Her life had 
apparently little fitted her for intelligent 
answering of questions. She is obviously 
of Hawaiian extraction, and her 
skin, 


while dark far a member of the white 
race, bears no mark of negro blood. Tha 
infant is obviously negroid. 
The trouble came in proving that the 


girl was under the as'e of consent at the 
time of the commmission of the crime 
alleged in the compla-int. That the same 
crime had been cor-mitted before was 
inconsequent and Immaterial in the court 
proceedings on the complaint, and as a 
consequence the Bil-'es bearing records 
and dates were introduced. The evidence 
adduced from these was so contradictory 
that Judge SamJels decided that the case 
should be presented before a jury to pass 
upon the facts presented.

A bucket brigade 
was formed and the San Lorenzo fire 
company called upon.- The blaze was so 
stubborn that the' men were forced 
to 
fight it from all sides and many times 
were compelled to stand back when a 
fuse would explode. : 


Although the buildings where the main 
part of the powder was stored,' were not 
destroyed, the loss to the plant will be 
great on account of the fact that 
the 


greater portion of the • machinery was 
ruined.

The'loan of $50,000,000 will' be used In 


furthering current reforms and other .In- 
terests of the Chinese empire. Tha . loan 
was first projected as an jvmerican enter- 
prise purely and waa originally. aougrht 
by the Chinese for political purposes. An 
Imperial edict Issued October 29 last au- 
thorized the loan.from a group of Ameri- 
can financiers, who /were to take a bond 
issue at 96 to cover the loan. The bonds 
were to mature in from forty to forty- 
five years from issuance and to bear 5 
per cent Interest. 


MANY CONCERNED IN LOAN. 


Later a suggestion -was made to allow 


European capital to carte part In the 
loan, and after negotiations covering sev- 
eral months an agreement was reached 
providing that four banking groups ot 
the United States. England', Germany and 
France should participate equally in tho 
loan and that the financial adviser to the 
government "with regard to the use of 
the loan should come Irom a neutral Eu- 
ropean state.

all persons affected by the proposed law 
who are now In the United States, other 
than thoae en.ga.ged as teach-are, students, 
merchants, bankers* professional men or 
persons touring the country for pleasure, 
must, in a year after the passage of 
the act, apply to the secretary of com- 
merce and labor for a. certificate of resi- 
dence.

On April 18. a" primary election will 


be held in the city of Oakland for the 
no-mination'of public officials tinder the 
new charter. 
Among the candidates 


is that well-known citizen, Captain J. 
H. McMenomy, who for half a century 
past has been -'serving the'pu'bllc faith- 
fully. 
A New Yorker by birth, he 


came here in early days and com- 
menced his useful career by Joining 
the volunteer flre department in 1862, 
at the time when the safety of the 
young- and rapidly growing" city -from 
the ravages of nre depended entirely 
upon the brave boys who- ran the ma- 
chines. 
A glance at the captain or 


any other of the few exempt firemen 
now left with us will easily demon- 
strate the -kind of men who built up 
San -Francisco. 
He served until the 


volunteer companies were disbanded, 
during which time he never missed a 
flre, 


Having done his duty with honor as 


a. fireman, he turned his attention to 
the State Militia in 1870, and enlisted, 
serving in the ranks for two years, 
when his soldierly merits led to his 
being elected an officer. 
From this 


time his promotion was rapid, and he 
resigned in 1SS5 with the rank of cap- 
tain, when he moved with! his .family 
to Oakland. 
He now wears the re- 


tired officer's button and 'after his 
years of service is justly entitled to his 
title of "Captain," never having missed 
a. .drill or parade. 


While serving the public faithfully 


as fireman and militiaman, it will be 
noticed that he showed no disposition 
to feed at .the public crib. 
On 'the 


contrary, he was proud of his business 
ability and established himself in the 
California Market, when first built in 
1867. 
From that date to April, 1906, 


it is his proud boast he never missed 
a 
day from 
business, except 
when 
death in his family prevented his at- 
tending the market. During the time 
named. he was enabled to render ,great 
service ..to 'the public by helping- to 
organize the Butchers' Board of Trade. 
He .was a member of the executive 
committee of that body in 1893, and 
its president from 1900. It is only 
just that he should enjoy some of the 
credit In the good .work done by rthe 
Board of Trade, which saved millions 
of dollars to the consumer by prevent- 
ing monopoly and upholding- compe- 
tition in the meat trade. 


Captain McMenomy was elected to 


the Oakland City Council some years 
ago, but his opponent in the contest 
was seated, and his term had expired 
before the belated judgment of the 
court sustained his election. 


The above short public and private 


record of Captain McMenomy shows 
clearly that he comes with clean hands 
into the present political question now 
before the citizens of Oakland. While 
he has done much for public service, 
he has done nothing outside his legiti- 
mate business 
for 
private gain. 
It 


seems naturally to follow that the ob- 
ject of a man so constituted in the 
past in running for office must be for 
public welfare, rather than private 
grreed. 
Certainly the record made by 
this successful business man and use- 
ful citizen, respected for both honesty 
and ability, is sufficient to prove to 
the people of Oakland that their in- 
terests are safe In his hands and that 
sa Commissioner No. 2 he will use the 
same courage, decision and strength of 
character which has marked his life- 
time in the State of California.
